Hunting Violations 
Increasing This Year 

Citing an increase in this sea¬ 
son's rabbit population as the 
cause, Don Hastings, Madison 
county conservation officer, re¬ 
ports an increase in hunting vio¬ 
lations for November compared 
to the same period in 1965. 

“Five persons were apprehend¬ 
ed for hunting rabbits before the 
season opened and six for hunt¬ 
ing rabbits from an auto at 
night,” Hastings told the Press- 
Record. 

“Hunting rabbits at night pre¬ 
sents a very real danger to both 
the violators in the auto and rural 
residents and farm animals.” 

Hastings related that one night 
hunter, apprehended last week, 
was standing on the open tail¬ 
gate of a station wagon trying 
to shoot rabbits that appeared in 
the beam of the car's headlights. 

"While being apprehended, he 
attempted to jump while the auto 
was moving, and fell with a load¬ 
ed shotgun. Luckily it didn’t 
fire," Hastings said. Fines for 
illegal hunting range from $25 to 
$300. 

The officer is asking parents 
to warn boys—many apprehended 
have been in the 16 to 20 age 
group — against violating hunting 
laws. 

Hastings added that not only 
the hunter, but all occupants and 
driver of a car used for night 
hunting, are equally guilty, and 
that parents should advise their 
young men accordingly. 

He also asks any rural resi¬ 
dents to contact him if hunting 
law violators are observed, by 
calling the telephone number

Excellent Question for Water 
Firm—What About Fluoridation? 

Granite City aldermen have come up with 
an excellent question to submit to the East St. 
Louis & Interurban Water Company: 

"If bad-tasting phenol in the water supply 
can be limited to the Quad-City area rather than 
reaching E. St. Louis or Belleville to the south, 
why can't local water be fluoridated without af¬ 
fecting Belleville water?” 

For years, the water company has expressed 
willingness to fluoridate—preventing most future 
tooth decay in a safe and dependable way that is 
enjoyed now by most Americans. But it has called 
for I 00% municipal action, maintaining that water 
circulates, freely in all parts of its system. 

Even as long ago as April 1961. when 7085 
Granite Cityans voted ' Yes'' to start fluorida¬ 
tion. Belleville and nearby Swansea were the lone 
holdouts against fluoridation in a water network 
serving 20 communities. They are still blocking 
unanimity. 

More votes were cast for fluoridation here 
five years ago than for U. S. Sen. Douglas in 
Granite City this fall or for any Granite City 
mayor candidate in history. And the winning 
margin was decisive. Madison and Venice also 
have authorized fluoridation. Yet, inaction con¬ 
tinues, and families have to move to St. Louis 
or elsewhere in order for their youngsters to ob¬ 
tain fluoridation benefits. 

The water company has an obligation to of¬ 
fer reasonable terms in its current franchise talks 
with Granite City, and also has an obligation to 
devise some solution for the fluoridation impasse. 

The people want fluoridation. The people 
need it. It deserves to be an important part of 
Granite City's and other cities' discussions with 
the water company. 


Broader Educational Opportunity 
For Students in Madison, Venice 

Venice school officials are right in propos¬ 
ing joint action with the Madison school district 
in developing counseling, library, health and 
audio-visual aid centers. Their combined enroll¬ 
ments probably could qualify for funding through 
Title III of the U. S. Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act. 

As new educational needs arise, further joint 
ventures may become feasible, enabling both Mad¬ 
ison and Venice schools to provide broader educa¬ 
tional opportunity for each student than would 
otherwise be possible.

Illinois Farm Bureau conven¬ 
tion delegates will ask the 1967 
Illinois General Assembly to en¬ 
act guidelines providing for the 
support of strong local govern¬ 
ments. 

Policy positions which will 
guide the Illinois Agricultural As¬ 
sociation in the coming year 
were adopted by the organiza¬ 
tion's 496 voting delegates during 
the IAA annual meeting in Chi¬ 
cago last month. 

The delegates took cogni¬ 
zance of the trend toward ap¬ 
plying the U. S. Supreme 
Court’s “one-man, one-vote” 
principle of equal representa¬ 
tion to county boards and other 
local governmental units. This 
principle of equal representa¬ 
tion Is intended to give each 
citizen’s vote the same weight 
or effect as the vote of any 
other citizen. 

The IAA delegates pointed out 
that the Farm Bureau long has 
supported strong local govern¬ 
ments. 

They said that in order to 
maintain a voice in local govern¬ 
ment for all. segments of the 
economy, anv changes in Illinois 
relative to the apportionment of 
local governing bodies should be 
based on the following principles: 

Guidelines by Legislature 

“1. The legislature should pro¬ 
vide guidelines for the apportion¬ 
ment of the governing boards of 
local governmental agencies. ' 

“2. The guidelines should per¬ 
mit county boards, or the boards 
of the other governmental agen¬ 
cies, to establish districts and 
provide for the election of one 
board member from each of 
such districts. 

“3. In the apportionment of 
county boards in township- 
governed counties, the mini¬ 
mum number of districts 
should be five and the legisla¬ 
ture should provide for a maxi¬ 
mum number of districts, clas¬ 
sifying the counties according 
to population, 

“4. The guidelines should pro¬ 


vide that the boundaries of 
townships and of cities shall be 
followed except where it is neces¬ 
sary to divide a township or a 
city in order to attain the neces¬ 
sary population ratio. 

“5. County board members 
should be elected for four-year 
terms with a provision for elect¬ 
ing one-half the members every 
two years. 

”6. The compensation of county 
board members should be on a 
per diem basis. 

"We direct the Illinois Agri¬ 
cultural Association to endeavor 
to have the foregoing principles 
embodied in any legislation pro¬ 
viding for the apportionment of 
county boards or of other local 
governmental agencies.” 

Other major policies adopted 
by the IAA were: 

Relationships of federal, state 
and local governments—Opposes 
trend toward centralizing broad 
authority in the executive branch 
of federal government. 

State, Local Resources 

Asks that state and local gov¬ 
ernments be organized with suf¬ 
ficient resources, know-how and 
authority to deal effectively with 
local and state problems. 

Asks IAA to cooperate with 
other groups in studying means 
to improve effectiveness of state 
and local government. 

The federal government and 
American agriculture—Pledges 
support for policies designed to 
create and maintain conditions 
giving farmers opportunity to 
earn an equitable income with¬ 
in a competitive economic sys¬ 
tem. believing that best oppor¬ 
tunity for a high per-family 
real income lies in placing re¬ 
liance on a competitive market 
price system rather than on 
government subsidies and reg- 
uations. 

Seeks further expansion of do¬ 
mestic and foreign markets for 
farm products, with emphasis on 
developing sound dollar markets 
in foreign trade. Calls for gradual 
withdrawal from federal pro¬ 
grams for individual commodities 
because they are too inflexible

The following countries contrib¬ 
uted in one form or another to 
the armed forces of the United 
•Nations Command: Australia, 
Belgium, Canada, Colombia, 
Ethiopia, France, Greece, the 
Republic of Korea, Luxembourg, 
the Netherlands, New Zealand, 
the Philippines, Thailand, Tur¬ 
key, Union of South Africa, the 
United Kingdom and the United 
States. 

Of the 21,370 Chinese Commu¬ 
nist "volunteers” captured by the 
UN Command, 1030 sick and 
wounded returned to Communist 
China in "Operation Switch” 
April 20-May 3, 1953. 

An additional 5640 opted to re¬ 
turn to China following signature 
of the Korean Armistice Agree¬ 
ment July 27, 1953. 

The remaining 14,700 prisoners 
who refused voluntary repatria¬ 
tion were placed in the custody 
of the Neutral Nations Repatria¬ 
tion Commission. 

Of this number, 434 subsequent¬ 
ly requested return to China, and 
the others became citizens of 
various Far Eastern countries.

Dear Mr. M!: 'j. 

Since 1955 the United States 
government has placed certain 
regulations on travel by Soviet 
officials resident in this country. 

They are required to notify 48 
hours in advance of plans to trav¬ 
el beyond 25 miles from the city 
in which they are resident. 

Further, some 26% of this 
country is closed to them. 

These regulations were reluc¬ 
tantly imposed in reciprocity for 
stringent Soviet restrictions on 
travel by Americans which have 
been, in effect since 1941. 

Had the Soviet official in¬ 
formed us of his intent to travel 
in advance, there would have 
been no objection to his keeping 
this speaking engagement, de¬ 
spite the fact that similar oppor¬ 
tunities are not granted to 
American diplomats in the 
U.S.S.R. 

This government has frequent¬ 
ly expressed its firm preference 
for the mutual abolition or reduc¬ 
tion of all travel restrictions and 
has made several concrete pro¬ 
posals to the Soviet government 
to achieve this goal. 

To date the Soviets have not 
replied to any of these proposals,

join the system of nominating by 
independent petitions. 

Supervisors in several town¬ 
ships have indicated they are 
anxiously awaiting the decision. 
If the attorney general should 
hold that caucuses are required 
it would result in an almost 
county-wide reversal of pro- 

Procedural election dates re¬ 
leased by the secretary of 
stat’s office, however, set Jan. 
9 as the first date for filing of 
candidates for township office, 
but does not set a date for con- 
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ducting township caucuses until 
Feb. 7, with the final Fling date 
fixed on Feb. 13. Final with¬ 
drawal date is Feb. 18. The 
township election next year is 
April 4. 

Some sources are of the opin¬ 
ion that township elections are 
controlled by more than one 
statute and that provision is 
made for nominating township 
candidates either by caucus or 
by independent petition. 

Several supervisors pointed out 
that the requirement for a cau¬ 
cus applies only when a ticket of 
candidates is to be filed on party 
lines. Candidates who file with¬ 
out party affiliation do so by 
petition.
